“Back in 1961, the Senate In- 
ternal Security Sub-Committee, in 
its report ‘Communist Plot 
Against The.

Pointed out that the Communists 
always work to ‘regionalize’ and 
‘centralize’ control of police.” 

He warned, ‘Local officials 
who think the police will be more 
effective with the additional fed- 
eral funds, in spite of the at 
tached guidelines, haven’t looked 
at the record.”
